It concerns every householder living 
near a sick family who throw out gar- 
bage to contaminate the purest air 
God ever made and seatter the seeds 
of disease among helpless children. 

Possibly the authorities—both 
school and civie—think that there is 
#0 little typhoid, that our hospitals 
ere so empty and our doctors so idle 
that no action on their part is neces- 
sary. Possibly they are convinced 
that it is economical to save the salary 
of a medical health officer, cut down 
scavenging and all other sanitary ex- 
penditure, and run the risk of having 
to spend thousands of duilars to 
stamp out an epidemic after it is well 
started, to say nothing of driving 
people away from the town, and of ef- 
fectually nipping in the bud any no- 
tion that Calgary is, or ever will be, a 
health resort.

FARMING AND THE MAINE LIQUOR | 


LAW 


A report of Mr. Consul Keating on 
the agriculture of the state of Maine 


| has been issued by the British Foreign 
‘ource, In the course of his obsarva- 


tions Mr. Keating says: “From the 


enquiries I have made from many J 


competent authorities I gather that 
the condition of the Maine farmers 
has been steadily improving in every 
way during the last 40 years, and the 
heat ,progressive and thriving farms 
now existing throughout the state 
stand as proof of this statement. It 
seems to be the general opinion that 
a great deal of this progress and pros- 
perity is due to the Maine li juor low, 
I am told that a little over 40 years 
ago a farmhous clapboarded or shingl- 
ed was rarely to be seen, and that the 
average farmer of that period who was 
able to give his front door a coat of 
paint was fairly well off. The farm 
laborer of that date before commenc- 
ing his daily work required an allow- 
ance of Medford or Jamaica rum, and 
his refreshment during the day is stat- 


ed to have consisted of alcoholic liquor 


instead of oatmeal water. It is uni- 
versally admitted that the Maine 
liquor law is not enforced in the coun- 
try, but I think it may be said that 
throughout (he rural districts the law 
has had a wonderfay good effect, 
and wherever the mass of the inhabi- 
tants desire its enforcement the law 
is in the statutes to support them.”

To be declared elected 
by a good majority, according to the 
deputy returning officers, on polling 
day and to be receiving telegrams and 
congratulations a whole week as the 
member cect, and then to find it all 
an illusion due to an unreliable sys- 
tem of ballot, is tenfold worse than 


certain defeat at the beginning would 
have been. In the present state of 
public feeling if another election could 
take place tomorrow James Reilly 
would undoubtedly head the poll, The 
Herald can endorse every word of the 
following kindly eulogium frem the 
Edmonton Bulletin, written when Mr. 
Reilly was believd to be elected: “A 
prominent citizen and one who in the 
earlier days ef Calgary was most 
active in municipal, Territorial and 
Dominion politics. In Mr. Reilly * * * 
Calgary has a tried and true friend. 
One who has the gift of expression as 
few men have, and who can be de- 
pended upon to use every gift for the 
city and district which he represeits.” 

The strength of Mr. Clarke as a can- 
didate, indicated by his polling a lar- 
ger country vote than any ether can- 
didate and by his securing the second 
highest pull througheut the district. is 
worthy of note. His large vote at this 
and the preceding election, when he 
came within a few votes of defeating 
Mr. Bannerman is an indication of his 
popularity and of his ability as a 
campaign organizer. Mr. Clarke an- 
nounces his intention of withdrawing 
from politics for the future. 

Mr. Bannerman, the late member, is 
entitled to his mede of commendation 
on his retirement from the representa- 
tion. While a majority of the elec- 
tors expressed their opinion against 
him at the polls he can feel that he 
leaves the field with honor and credit 
He has been a hard and faithful 
worker for his district, a strong be- 
liever in provincial government and 
in Calgary as the capital.

WEST CALGARY 


The returning officer's recount 
shows that the favors of the elector- 
ate in West Calgary were pretty even- 
ly divided amongst at least three of 
the candidates, 

The popular impression that party 
politics would sewing the result was 
knocked sky-high. To accept the sup- 
position that they had any material 
effect in the election would be equiva- 
lent to admitting that only 28 per 
cent of the electors of + est Calgary 
are Liberals, I¢ is possible that a con- 
siderable proportion of Mr. Stuart's 
supporters were of his own political 
faith, but in neither of his speeches, 
nor we believe in his eanvas did he 
use hte political argument; and the 
fact is patent that a large number of 
Liberals were numbered among the 
supporters of the other three candi- 
dates. Mr, Riley has publicly refuted 
any suspicion that he used Dominion 
party methods in bis eanvas, and of 
this gentleman it must be said that 
while he did not secure @ large share 
of the votes he put up eae clean and 
sensibie canvas. Mr. Riley, as The 
Herald has already said, pomsesses the 
essential qualities of a good legislator 
and would we believe liave represented 
the district well, but he entered a 
field already pledged to other ecandi- 
a and found the situation against 

m. 

The Herald has already discussed 
Messrs Stuart and Muir ip the eapa- 
city of possible legislators. The opin- 
jon that both ere men and well 
capable of filling the position they 
strove for, ae we said at the outset 
of the contest they were, was shared 
in by some two hundred electors in 
each case and neither gentleman need 
Diush for the result. The election was 
a good deal of a lottery in auy case 
and even Mr. Bennett and his friends 
weie astonished at the size of his 
mnajority. 

On the 17th of Sepiember The Her- 
ald said of Mr. Bennett: ;

At the same time The Herald men- 
tioned two things which in ita opin- 
ion were against him. But the ver- 
dict shows, not nectssarily that a 
majority of the electors of Weat Cal- 
gary thought The Herald wrong, but 
that a sufficient number of them,under 
our present electoral system, thought 
he was the man for Galway, and we 
accept the verdict gracefully. We be- 
lieve that if Mr. Bennett, to use an 
apt phrase, holds himself down, he 
will be not only a shining light In an 
Assembly which has been characteriz- 
ed by too much dull mediocrity, but 
will in time exert an influence in the 
House second only to that wielded by 
Messrs Haultain and Ross. The late 
Assembiy contained too many com- 
mittee men and too few speakers 
Mr, Bennett combines the silver- 
tongued gift with an unusual capacity 
for work. By the exercise of cool 
judgment, by guarding against being 
carried away, as a celebrated English 
statesman frequently was, by the ex-

cess pools, privy vaults, stables and 
refuse lying around in their vicinity. 
It has been demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that epidemics of typhoid fever 
have often originated and spread in 
this way,” and again; ‘The ordinary 
privy vault should never be allowed. 
Its only advantage is its cheapness, 
while it involves constant danger of 
contamination of the water of ad- 
joining wells, many an epidemic of 
typhoil has been uumistakably traced 
to this source.” 

The poison of typtoid 1s vorcained 
in the excreta of patients. and as 
cases have frequently been in pro- 
gress for days before a medical man 
is called in, it is no wonder that, 
under the system thai now obtains 
in our city, the disease has spread to 
its present serious proportions. As a 
matter of fact, no efticient means to 
stamp out the scourge can be taken 
under such a system. It is a system 
of depositing the germs of disease 
(not only typhoid) in a mst suitable 
position for their muttiplication, 
with absolutely no means taken to 
isolate and prevent them being con- 
veyed to other persons through the 
medium of drinking water. The dis- 
tance the well is from these pest 
houses is comparatively of little mo- 
ment, as far as freeing one from con- 
tamination is concerned. But when, 
as is the case in Calgary, weils ere 
within a few yards, I might say feet, 
of stables and privy vaults, it is an 
impossibility to have pure water 
from these sourees, I have frequent- 
ly heard residents of the city say that 
the water they were using was cer- 
tain to be pure it was so bright and 
sparkling. On chemical examination 
this has been proved fallacious. On 
this point I will again quote the New 
York authority. “Waters polluted by 
organic matter often contain an ex- 
cess of gaseous constituents, and are 
clear sparkling and palateable, pres- 
enting to the uninstructed eye no in- 
dication of impurity.” 

It is scarcely necessary to point out 
that no matter how efficient a scaven- 
ger service were put in optration, it 
would be impossible to thoroughly pro- 
tect the wellls of the city. The only 
safe way is to abolish forever the 
present criminal system and put in 
P operation a thoroughly efficient and

ARE WE ENTERPRISING? 
To the Editor of The Herald : 

Sir: The following extract from 
an article headed “Ever on _ the 
Alert” in the Vancouver Daily World 
of the 9th inst. contains much sound 
sense and good advice which it would 
be well for tiie citizens of Calgary to 
well consider and ponder: 

“A city although it requires a fav- 
erable geographical position to ad- 
vance rapidly is greatly aided by pro- 
gressive enterprise on the part of its 
citizens, The day of allowing a place 
to “Topsy” like grow up without any 
special efforts on the part of its in- 
habitants is passed. It requires per- 
sistent efforts of a practical nature to 
keep the wheels of progress moving. 
Many a town has climbed half way up 
the hill and then sat down to rest as 
if to say: ‘I climb no further,’ where- 
as if advantage had been taken of 
drawing trade to these places steady 
advancemént might have been made. 
Toroato citizens boom their city not 
merely by words, but also deeds, 
Vancouver is following the same 
couree with excellent results, and 
although we have rivals on the coast, 
there is no question that the people of 
the Terminal City by their go-ahead- 
edness, coupled with a superior geo- 
graphical position, will yet compete 
with even San Francisco as the chief 
city on the Pacific slope.” 

The above words it will be well for 
the citizens of Calgary to take to

SUPREME COURT 


The Pekisko Cattle Stealing Case Re- 
sults in an Acquittal 


On Thursday morning, Mr. Justice 
Rouleau took up the hearing of the 
charge of cattle stealing preferred 
against Romain Gervais, of Pekisko, 
by F. 8. Stimson, manager of the 
North West Cattle Co. 

A. L. Sifton represented the crown 
and P. J. Nolan defended the accused. 

The first witness examined was the 
informant, F. 8. Stimson, who deposed 
that in company with Corporal 
Brown, N. W. M. P., he visited the 
ranche of the accused in January 
last. As he was riding away from 
the ranche he was overtaken by some 
Indians, who stated to him that.in the 
spring of 1895, the accused had given 
them a bar U steer for having cut 
some wood for him. Witness subse- 
quently visited the teepee of one of 
the Indians, Black Antelope, and 
there found the hide (produced) bran- 
ded with the bar U brand. The ani- 
mal to which the hide belonged had 

ibeen the property of the North West 
{Cattle Co., and no person had au- 
rity to dispose of it.
